DOUGLAS  R.  STRINGFELLOW 

Mr.  Stringfellow,  31 -year-old  Congressman  from  Utah,  has  won 
national  acclaim  for  his  experience  in  the  "Cloak  and  Dagger"  Corps 
of  World  War  II  and  for  his  peace  time  contributions  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States. 

This  last  month  Mr.  Stringfellow  was  named  as  one  of  the  ten 
outstanding  young  men  in  the  nation  by  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. The  award  was  based  on  the  Congressman's  ability  as  a 
legislator,  as  an  outstanding  speechmaker,  and  for  the  service  he 
rendered  to  his  country  in  the  war. 

Recently  Representative  Stringfellow  was  cited  by  the  Freedom 
Foundation  along  with  President  Eisenhower  and  former  President 
Herbert  Hoover  for  having  done  the  most  to  promote  the  democratic 
way  of  life. 

A  native  of  Draper,  Utah,  he  received  his  early  education  there, 
moved  to  Ogden,  where  he  was  graduated  from  high  school,  and 
attended  Weber  College.  He  entered  the  Air  Force  in   1942. 

Then  he  was  given  special  intelligence  training  and  assigned  to 
the  Office  of  Strategic  Services.  While  operating  behind  the  German 
lines,  he  was  captured  and  placed  in  the  notorious  Belsen  Prison 
Camp.  He  escaped  and  joined  the  14th  Armored  Division.  A  German 
land  mine  exploded  near  him  on  November  19,   1944. 

His  amazing  recovery  was  highlighted  in  1951  when  he  won 
second  place  in  the  American  Legion  "Operation  Comeback"  com- 
petition, an  award  given  for  veterans  from  all  wars  who  had  made 
the  greatest  physical,  economic,  social,  and  spiritual  comeback  after 
being  wounded  in  our  country's  defense. 

in  1950,  he  received  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  Distin- 
guished Service  Award  as  the  Outstanding  Young  Man  in  the  State 
of  Utah.  The  Eagles  Lodge  in  1952  awarded  him  its  Civic  Service 
Award,  the  highest  award  given  to  a  non-member  for  promoting  the 
American  Way  of  Life. 
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
